1. INFORMAL WORKING GROUP COMPOSED REPS OF ROK, UK, AND 
JAPAN MET AT USUN 3 OCT TO COMPARE NOTES AND MAKE PRELIMINARY 
VOTE ESTIMATE ON KOREAN QUESTION AT UN. ESTIMATE BASED 
ON ASSUMPTION THAT FRIENDLY ITEM WOULD HAVE VOTING PRIORITY IN 
UNGA FIRST COMMITTEE. ESTIMATE WILL BE USED 
WHEN DISCUSSING LOBBYING ASSIGNMENTS 

AT FULL WORKING GROUP MEETING OCT 4; DEPT AND SEOUL MAY FIND 
USUN TENTATIVE ESTIMATE USEFUL. ASSUME UK, JAPAN AND ROK WILL 
REPORT NEARLY IDENTICAL VOTE ASSESSMENT. 

2. USUN COUNTS 45 FIRM VOTES IN FAVOR OF FIRENDLY RES (COUNT 
INCLUDES KHMER REPULBIC AND SOUTH AFRICA) PLUS 4 VOTES WHICH 
COULD GO TO ABSTENTION GIVING TOTAL OF 49 OTHER SIDE 
APPEARS TO HAVE 37 FIRM VOTES AGAINST, PLUS FOUR WHICH 
COULD SHIFT TO ABSTENTION GIVING TOTAL OF 41. PRESENTLY 
COUNT TOTAL 46 ABSTENTIONS, 13 OF WHICH COULD SHIFT IN 
FAVOR OF FREINDLY RES; 8 ABSTENTIONS WHICH COULD SHIFT 
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TO VOTE AGAINST; 25 DELEGATIONS APPEAR TO BE RATHER SOLID 
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ABSTENTIONS.

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10. COMMENT: ROK MINISTER HAM HAS TOLD US PRIVATELY THAT 
ROK ESTIMATES SUPPLIED FROM FIELD TO SEOUL TEND TO ERR IN 
DIRECTION OF OVER OPTIMISM. INFORMAL WORKING GROUP FELT IT 
USEFUL. THEREFORE, TO PREPARE MOST CONSERVATIVE POSSIBLE 
VOTING ESTIMATE IN ORDER TO IDENTIFY CLEARLY LOBBYING 
TARGETS. 
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
